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In accordance with instructions, a Mixed Court 
warrant for the arrest of Zumg Ping Sung was obtained on the 
26/1/24 on the new charge of fraud, he having issued a native 
order on the 10/1/24 for $549.00 ( drawn on the Tuck Dah Bank 
and post-dated ten days as the others ) for provisions supplied 
to the Hai Shing Co. The complainants Messrs Yuen Tah and Co. 
Broadway were represented by Attorney M. Le Heoen and wished to 
have the accountant of the Hai Shing Co ( Tsang Kya J1i ) 
included in the charge. Both names were accordingly included in 
the warrant. 

Tsang Kya Ji was arrested at 5 pem. on the 28/1/24 
at 94, Sroadway, taken before the Mixed Court on the 29/1/24 
and remanded in custody until the 50/1/24. The Police are not 
interested to any extent in the prosecution of this man and the 
case against him will scargely succeed as a criminal matter. 

Zung Ping Sung failed to surrender himself on the 
30/1/24 and the $600.00 bail was confidcated. On the application 
of lire Maitland, who appeared for the Police, an expulsion 
order was made against him. 

Tsang Kya Ji was remanded on *600.00 shop or cash 
sechrity till the 1/2/24. Counsel for complainants ( If. Le Heen 
for liessrse Yuen Tah and Go.) will probably withdraw the 
case against him in the criminal court. 

Every endeavour has been made to locate Zune Ping 
Sung, but without avail, and it is still uncertain whether he

Having received information that the Hai Shing 
Gompradore Shop, 94, Broadway ( of which Zung Ping Sung was 
manager ) was indebted to Messrs Yuen Tah and Coe. 111, Broadway 
for wines and spirits supplied, I made enquiries and found that 
zung Ping Sung issued a worthless native order for 549.00 
drawn on the Tuck Dah Native Bank, Seward Road. 

Like the two previously mentioned, this order was 
4ssuca on the 10/1/24 and post-dated the 20/1/24. At the time of 
4ssue there were no fumds in the bank, but, on the 20/1/24 the 
sum of Tis. 100.00 was deposited in favour of Zung Ping Sung. 

A further $563.00 ia owed by the Hai Shing Co. to 
Messrs- Yuen Tah and Coe but this is a civil matter only. 

Attorney M. Le Heen is now proceeding civilly 
against Zung Ping Sung and is willing to take criminal 
proceedings against Zumg and his absconded accountant, Tsang 
Kya Ji (Sk Bix ) with respect to the worthless order. 

The Civil Dept. of The liixed Court has issued 


sealing orders for the shop at 94, Broadway, but these have not 


becn executed by the l:ixed Court as it is impossible to seal the 


shop without obstructing the free passage of other sub-tenants 
in the building. 

Zung Ping Sung ( who hes engaged Attorney Sellett

East has refused to harbour 
Chang Ping-sang, former _pre- 
sident of the Chinese National 
Seamen’s Union, who murdered 
his wife in Canton in 1922 but 
was pardoned by Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen. 

An expulsion order was grant- 
ed by the Mixed Court yester- 
day. Although Chang did not 
put in an appearance to answer 
four charge: of fraud against 
him, his presence in the Settle- 
ment will no longer be tolerated. 

The case in which Chang, 
figured so prominently was a 
cause celebre during the seamen’s 
strike originating in Hongkong 
in the early part of 1922. He 
was president of the Seamen’s 
Union, and was sentenced to 
12 years’ imprison nent for 
murdering his wife, and shoot- 
ing one policeman dead, and! 
wounding several others who; 
tried to arrest him. Although 
he was convicted and _ found 
guilty everyone was surprised to 
learn in May, 1922, that Dr. Sun 
had pardoned him. The an- 
nouncement of the pardon let! 
loose a storm of disapproval and‘ 
criticism of Dr. Sun’s administra- 
tion. 

Chang left for Hongkong, 
where he intended settling, but 
he was denied refuge. He was 
hanished from the Colony for ten 
years. He came to Shanghai, in 
connection with the Chinese 
National Seamen’s Union, which 
has a flourishing branch here. 

Chang fell foul of the police 
and was charged with obtaining 
wines and provisions by fraud.

REPORT ON__A. Review of the. Recent. Seamen's..Strike..

The following is a brief review of the strike of 
seamen which terminated on August 25. Following a 
Seneral strike of seamen, which ultimately embré@ ed almost 
ail branches of labour which started in Hongkong on January 
15 and terminated on March 5 and which resulted in men 
employed in all branches of the seafaring profession 


receiving increases of pay; five representatives of the 
Hongkong branch of the Chinese Seamen's Union named 
Lam Wad Man Aki ‘ane )» Ohun Shui Pang; ( 49 KAA) Wong Sou Yat 
CH a ) Luk Sheung Kat (fa é) and Ip Kip Lai CHRD AY 
arrived in Shanghai on May 18 and at once started to 
organize a Shanghai branch of the Chinese Seamen's Union 
with offices at 163 Broadway. The organizers were guided 
in everything they did by a lawyer whose services were 
retained by the Union. 

The Shanghai branch of the Seamen's Union sent letters 
to a number of shipping firms on July 235, July Sl; and 


August 4 asking that the pay of the crews of thoir ships 


b Khe eame feocl 
be raised-yas that granted after the strike at Hongkong. 


The request of the Union did not effect the large shipping 
firms in Shanghai who had anticipated the Union's demands 
and raised the pay of their crews immediately after the 
settlement of the Hongkong strike, with the single 
exception of the China Lierchants S. Ne Co. who only raised 
the pay of the crews of five of their ships which were 


employed on the Hongkong run. The Marine Superintendent

of the company warned the directors that they were making. 
a mistake which must eventually lead to trouble.and advised 
them to raise the pay of all their men, but his advice was 
disregarded. There were several @mall Chinese concerns 
owning from one to ten vessels nearly all of which are 
small who also received letters from the Union. These 
firms acceeded to the Union's demands without much questions 
and it is Bessthie probabie that the China Merchants Se Ne Co. 
vere the one concern which the Seamen's Union considered 

a strike wes cleclared ann 
when on August 5 _1922,the crews of four of the company's 
ships walked ashore. The crews of other ships joined the 
strike as the vessels arrived in Shanghai until, August 24 


there were twenty four of the company's vessels idle. 

In the meantime the company had offered to bring their crews 
wases up to the Hongkong level but declined to make the 
increases retrospective from January 1 or to recognize the 
Seamen's Union. Eventually the strike was settled on 


August 25 by the company signing an agreement with the 


Chinese Seamen's Union at the offices of the Chine 


Lierchants Ge Ne. Go. agreeing to pay their crews at the rates 
ruling in Hongkong and to make the increases retrospective 
from May 1 192k. 

The strike was carried out in a most orderly manner 
and the interference of the Police was never necessary 
and the only incidents which gave the slightest reasons to 


suspect intimidation were the followings:— 


A man who is believed to have been working on behalf 
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std ioe Station. 
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of the company was seriously assaulted on the Chinese 
Bund on August 15. It is subected that Union men were 


the culprits and that it was owing to his connection with 
the C.M.eB.eN.- Co. that he was assaulted. This offence 


was committed in Chinese territory and does not directly 
concern the SeMe Police. 


The wharfinger of the Uhina Merchants Eastern Wharf 5 
Pootungs, states that men were at Pootung on August 15 & 16 
endeavouring to induce the bamboo coolies to strike. This 
occurred in Pootung and it is not kmown who. the men and 


apparently no steps were taken to inform the Pootung Police 


or to have the men arrested. 

A letter written in Chinese was sent to Loo Tuh Tsz 
( 4643-5 ) heed wharf coolie on the CelleS.Ne Co.'s Kin Lee 
Yuen Wharf, French Concession. Police translators state 
that the meaning of this letter can be twiskea so that it 
will read as if it was asking for financial assistence for 
the striking seamen, and the recipient states that the 
meaning, according to his readings, is a request not to 
allow the wharf coolies under him to take the places of 
the striking seamen, so that here it would be hard to 
prove a charge of inciting, to strike. 

A branch office of the Chinese Seamen's Union was

opened at the Chung Hwo Leu (Ww #7% +) teashop, Na ntao 


Bund, om August 6. Lieetings of seamen were held there 
and flags and posters were displayed until as a result 


or information supplied by the S.MeP. the Chimese Pelice 


Shanghai Municipal Police. 
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visited the teashop. on August 16. and removed the Seamen's 

Union's flags and posters and dispersed a large number 

of seamen who had assembled there. After that date, 

however, seamen on strike continued to assemble at the 

teashop and committee men of the Union visited there 

twice daily in the forenoon and afternoon and strike pays, 

thirty cents per man per day, was distributed there. 
Although it does not “$rrect the legal position of 

the Chinese Seamen's Union, still the fact remains that 

taking recent events in the shipping world inio consideration 

the CeMeSe Ne Co. have only themselves to blame for the 

position in whch they found themselves. In the first place 


the Marine Superintendent of the company warned the directors ' 
after the settlement of the Hongkong strike that they were 
making a mistake in raising the pay of the crews of some 
ships and not of others and that it was bound to lead to 
further trouble. 

secondly when the Chinese Seamen's Union was first 
formed in Shanghe =. the management of the CeMNeS.N-Co. must 
have kmovwn that as they were not paying the increased wages 
to their crews they would be the first of the larger 
companies to be attacked by the Union. 

Thirdly, if when the first letter was delivered to 
the company freum the Union on or about July 25 the company 
had offered their crews the Hongkong rate of pay instead 
of waiting until August 15 when the men had been on strike 


ten days the company would have rendered the mission

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of the Seamen's Union in Shanghai useless. The smaller 
companies which have been concerned in the strike would 
not have been worth mmemittert considering. 


After the company had received the demands from the 
Seamen's Union but before the strilce was declared ir. Fu 


Siao En (180d), a director of the company, was asked 
by a Police representative what steps he hed taken to 


counteract the action of the Seamen's Union. Mre Fu 
answered that he had consulted with the ships boatswains 


and had arréenged that the men should consult with the company 


direct on any matter concerning their terms of service. He 
added thet he could guarantee the ships crews would not 
strike, yet when the strike was declared the boatsweins 
end crews to a man went on strike without a murmur and the 
company could not even get a boatswain to go to the 
company's office. The compeny treated the matter all too 
lightly until the strike was declared. 

There are at the wesent ti e many guilds and unions 
established in shanghai having their various offices or

Some of the three humdired paid up 
members have paid $5.60 each which entities them to a 
eertificate of membership for 191 and 1022, and some 
have paid $5.40 each whioh entitled them to a certificate 
for 1922 onlye 

When asked how the Union is kept going with such 
@ gmail paying membership,my informant amswered tyat when 
the organizers of the Shanghai branch left Hongkong they 
were given $560.00 by the Hongkong oranch ef the Unione 
S4x local seamen's guilds subsuribed $2800.00 each making 
$1,300.00 to the Uhinese Seamen's Unione

supscriped, for inatance the crew of the SeSe “President 
Madison" subscribed $85.00.

The brethren engaged in our profession often encounter 
high waves and stormy weather and endure hardships @ar more 
severe than(any\inother profession.

Ten days have elapsed 
since our letters were sent tothem and no reply has been 
receivede This would indicate that there is no basis for 
consultation. Thus we have no alternative but temporarily

Clause 2:—A date will be fixed for the general return to work.—From 
the time of leaving until such date, men will receive half pay according 
to the new scale. Men may be re-instated on any of theirown Company’s 
vessels, or such other vessels at may be mutually agreed upon. If 
positions are not available for men ready to return to work as above, 
it is agreed that half pay shall continue for such period as the men are 
not employed, but not exceeding five and a half (5¥%) months from the 
date of the general return to work. This half pay will be administered 
from a Fund under the control of a duly appointed Administrator :— 

3. The owners agree to assist 1n inaugurating a system of 
engaging crews which will minimise as far as possible any irregularities 
which may exist in connection with the pay of seamen :—
